‘The Congo Cotton 
C o m p a n y has been\ formed at Brus­ 
sels, with a capitalisation of six mil­ 
lion francs, to exploit the new in­ 
dustry, which is hound to be an im- 
portant/factor in the development of 
the Congo. 
It shows that the ruth­ 
less exploitation of the earlier d a v ­ 
is succeeded by scientific and con­ 
structive expansion. 
“Campbell’s experience In setting 
up his American cotton gin discloses 
the principal need of the Congo to­ 
day, which 
is adequate transport. 
Between its arrival at the mouth of 
the Congo river and Kibombo the 
mass of machinery was trans-shipped 
exactly four times, alternately chang­ 
ing from rail to river. 
At Kibombo 
the five hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds of metal had to be carried 
on the heads of natives to the scene 
of operations. 
Throughout the Con­ 
go practically every ton of merchan­ 
dise must be moved by man power— 
the average load is sixty pounds— 
throughout the greater part of his 
journey.”

COFFEE DEFIES OIL 
INTERESTS IN BILL 


Austin, Feb. 2 8.— “The powerful 
oil companies of Texas are ever rea­ 
dy to prejudice the minds of the leg­ 
islatures, and to fight any legislation 
that proposes that they shall pay to 
the state its just dues,” is the defi­ 
ance hurled by Representative Roy 
Coffee of Wise county, at the oil in­ 
terests of Texas, in a statem ent plac­ 
ed today on the desks of every mem­ 
ber of the legislature. 
Coffee is the 
author of the bill to put a three per 
cent gross tax on the production o.‘ 
oil. 
The present tax is only one and 
one-half per cent. 
“ The 
diamond-studded 
lobbyists 
have flooded the hotels of Austin and 
.stormed the capitol with their prop­ 
aganda,” he adds, “ all in an effort 
to poison the minds of the members^ 
of this legislature. 
In short, they 
tell you about the poor, half ragged 
and half starved oil producers which 
they represent as lawyers and lobby-1 
ists on an income and salary ranging I 
from $10,000 to $100,000 annually. 
Pleas of Producers. 
“ Bear in mind, when these poor 
fellows upon whom Dame Fortune 
has so abundantly smiled, come to \ 
you with tears in their eyes to tell 
you of the disastrous effects and the 
hardships that will result from a just 
gross production tax, first, that this 
tax benefits the thousands of labor­ 
ing people who have been robbed of 
their money through worthless oil 
stock, and second, that it benefits the 
farm ers and land owners, w'ho, in 
most cases, have received little or 
comparatively nothing for their oil 
leases and royalties, and third, it j 
serves to benefit the public in gen­ 
eral. 
Coffee's bill will be taken tip w ith­ 
in the next few days, and it has al­ 
ready withstood the attacks of its 
opponents. 
This 
is 
Coffee’s 
first 
year. 
He is a University of Texas 
student. 
His home is at Paradise, 
Wise county. 
When Coffee, a young­ 
ster and a novice at the legislative j 
game, introduced his frill, it was not 
taken seriously, and many predicted 
for it certain defeat, frut he has so 
far steered it out of successful op­ 
position. 
Tax on Other Industries. 
The Coffee statem ent is replete 
with figures. 
He points out in it 
th a t express companies and insurance 
companies have a gross receipts tax 
of two and one-half per cent, a n i 
that sleeping and dining car compan­ 
ies pay a five per cent tax. 
Lousiana | 
and Oklahoma levy a two per cent 
and a three per cent tax, respectively, j 
“The 
state’s 
receipts 
from 
all 
sources for the fiscal year ending ; 
August 21, amounted to $17,801,- 
637,” Coffee declares. 
“ For the year 
ending August 31, 1 920, 'the oil in­ 
terests have paid $3,317,432.73, anti 
about fifteen companies out of more 
than three thousand operating in 
Texas paid most of this tax.” 
Coffee cites the taxes paid by the ; 
various companies and compares the 
taxes with their capital and surplus. J 
Pile Texas Company paid $510,511. 
4 2 in taxes one year. 
It has a cap­ 
ital of $85,000,000, with a surplus; 
of $77,505,491. 
Tile Gulf Production paid $358,- 
182.04 in taxes and it has a capital j 
of $2,250, anti a surplus of $8,750,- 
378. 
The Texas & Pacific Oil paid taxes 
of $102,140.22, with a capital and 
surplus of $6,000,000 and $13,301,- 
72 6, respectively. 
Arguments for B ill. 
Arguing for the adaption of his 
bill, Coffee says: 
“ The fact, first, that multiplied 
millions of dollars’ worth of oil can 
flow out of the ground in less than 
a year’s time, and go out of the state, 
thereby escaping all taxations except 
a gross production tax; 
second, that 
oil is the only natural resource of 
this state that springs forth like a 
fountain of gold, making millionaires 
over night; 
third, the state places a 
two and one-half per cent to a five 
per cent gross receipts tax upon in­ 
dustries far less profitable than a 
producing oil well, and lastly that 
the oil industry is now largely in the 
hands of a few immensely wealthy 
oil corporations that are foreign to 


this state, and who are constantly 
taking from the state the natural 
wealth, thereby robbing all future 
generations of any benefits there­ 
from, makes it imperative that they 
pay a ju st proportion to sustaining 
the function of the governm ent.”

FARM LOAN ACT IS 
AFFIRMED IN TEST ® 


Washington, Ft b. 28.- 
The feder­ 
al farm loan act was held unconstitu­ 
tional today by the supreme court. 
This is the act under which land 
banks were established to exten I 
loans to farmers. 
Millions of dollars in loans to 
farmers have been held up pending 
a decision of the court in this cast 
which wa- brought by Charles W. 
Smith, a stockholder in the Kansas- 
City Title tv Trust 
C o m p a n y , who 
sought an injunction from investing 
its funds in bonds issued by the farm 
lean banks. 
The act was attacked on ground 
that congress was without constitu­ 
tional authority to establish farm 
loan banks and to exempt their bonds 
from taxation. 
Justice Day. who 
rendered the opinion for the court, 
said the power of congress to estab­ 
lish had in a broad sense been up­ 
held by the supreme court in the 
days of Chief Justice Marshall. 
The court, in sustaining federal 
court decrees dismissing injuction 
nrcceedings brought by Smith, also 
held that congress had the allthorn

YAQUI YIELD, 


TURN TO PEACE 


y Down Arms After 400 Years 
on the Warpath. 


TAKE UP SHOVELS ANO HOES 


Have Held Their Mountain Valleys 
and Villages In State of Sonora in 
Northwest Mexico Against All Com­ 
ers Ever Since They Arrived There, 
Long 
Before the Coming of the 
Spanish Conquistadores in 1520— 
Sign Treaty With Obregon. 


The last tribe of Indians of North 
America, and the last but two in the 
new world, has yielded to the march of 
civilization and, after nearly 400 years 
of constant warfare against the whiles, 
laid down its knives to pick up shovels 
and hoes, and turned in its rides in ex­ 
change for tractors and harrows. The 
tribe, which still numbers somewhat 
more than 3,000 individuals, is the 
Taqui, who have held their mountain 
valleys and villages in the state of 
Sonora, in the northwest corner of 
Mexico, against all comers, ever since 
they arrived there, supposedly in the 
Athapascan migration, possibly later, 
but certainly before the coming of the 
Spanish Conquistadores, iii 1520. for 
these Iberian adventurers found tile 
Yaqui a powerful tribe, whom neither 
they nor their Mexican successors in 
land of manana have been able to 
lue. 
this fall, H. II. Dunn tells the 
lorn Independent, the Yaqui “el- 
Kr men,” led by Chief Mori, went vol­ 
untarily to Hermoslllo, the capital of 
lift Mexican state of Sonora, and there 
8bnnd themselves by treaty, not only to 
forego their raids on the Mexican vil­ 
lages of the coast and to permit ex­

there has been trouble with the Yaqui. 
that branch of the great Ataplasean 
migration which halted—both actually 
in point of movement, and in point of 
progress in civilization—in the moun­ 
tains of western Mexico more than ten 
centuries ago. Discussion of the rights 
and wrongs of the quarrel is beside the 
question, now that peace has been 
made, but the first historical mention 
of the Yaqui is in the Sixteenth cen­ 
tury, when the first hand of Conquis­ 
tadores came into what is now Sonora. 
After continuous small wars, the first 
treaty was made when Don Francisco 
Ybarra brought my people, nominally, 
under the Spanish crown. 
“One 
hundred 
and 
thirty 
years 
passed, a long period of broken agree­ 
ments, and in 1740 another treaty of 
peace was signed, aud a battalion of 
Yaqui soldiers, incorporated, just the 
same as now, in the governmental 
army, tried to bind the wild rtvce to tile 
royal rulers. This peace, however, did 
not last long, for tile Yanqui demanded 
absolute control of their tribal lands 
in the Yaqui river valley and, failing 
to get this, again took the war path. 
In 1708 there was an outbreak which 
exceeded any preceding it, and the war 
lasted three years, when both sides be­ 
ing exhausted and the forces of the 
crow'n far from their base, peace was 
concluded, winch lasted until 1781. 
“During this period of quiet, towns 
sprang up in tile Yaqui river volley, aud 
plantations blossomed

In addition to this reservation and 
school, tile Yaqui have been given per­ 
manent hereditary titles to all the do­ 
main they now occupy in the mountains 
at the headwaters of the Yaqui aud 
Mayo and Fuerte rivers, with prefer­ 
ence In the filing on any and all gov­ 
ernment lands they may wish to take 
up, especially in the cases of those who 
have no title or right to any of the 
tribal lands. Tile Yaqui agree to fur­ 
nish ‘JOO young men annually for train­ 
ing In the Mexican federal army, ea<’h 
year's quota to be released from its en­ 
listment at the expiration of three 
years’ service. Tile government pledges 
itself to send no armed expeditions to 
enforce any of its laws, Gut to leave 
the policing of the tribe—except those 
on 
the 
Potum 
reservation—to 
the 
council of elder men of tile tribe. 
In return for the surrender of some 
2,000 Mauser end other modern rifles, 
whieh the Yaqui have taken in their 
raids, the government furnishes hunt­ 
ing rifles and ammunition, not to ex­ 
ceed 1,000, estimated to he the number 
of men and boys who will hunt. 
The 
government 
also agrees to furnish 
•very adult male Yaqui head of a fam­ 
ily, who will agree to cultivate faith- 
tract of land, a team of milles, 
wagon, seed and such farming imple­ 
ments as he may need, at coat, the In­ 
dian to pay for them in long-time 
yearly payments. 
Some 300 Indians 
already have asked 
for this equip­ 
ment. 
' The story of this surrender—which 
carries the memory hack to the days of 
the Five Nations, and follows down to 
Geroninto’s last outbreak and arrest— 
was brought to the United States by 
the first Yaqui ever to come to this

•W pi, should be weary of war, but 
sometimes it seems impossible for me 
to believe that my people, who have 
keen fighting some invader or another 
for four centuries or more, should have 
made peace as they did, without a bat­ 
tle, solely on the word of one or two 
men in whom they had confidence. 
“B*t they signed It, and now the 
many pages of Mexican history stained 
with deportations, small wars, raids, 


but. largely because the Yaqui did not 
know him personally, he was unable to 
arrange a peace, though the forays be­ 
came much less destructive and fur­ 
ther apart. 
Meanwhile General Obre­ 
gon, who was even then preparing for 
his own revolutionary movement, in­ 
corporated a regiment of Y’aqui sol­ 
diers into his army, and invited me to 
represent the Yaqui on his staff. After 
three conferences with my father, Chief 
Mori, in which Obregon came alone 
and unattended to my father’s head­ 
quarters on the Upper Yanqui river, my 
father consented and OOO Yaqui youths, 
with me, joined the state army of 
Sonora at Hermosillo. We soon learned 
that General Obregon was, even then, 
a vital influence in Mexican affairs, 
and to us it seemed that he was des­ 
tined to take an even more important 
place. 
Naturally 
we communicated 
this to the leaders of our people, with 
tile result that a series of conferences 
were field, culminating in the recent 
visit of my father to Hermosillo, where 
the treaty of peace was signed.”

Illinois Experiment Station 
Secured 
Reliable Figures From 680 
Dairy Farms. 


There are various estim ates on milk 
production costs and they are likely 
to be different under different circum ­ 
stances. M oreover, there Is consider­ 
able variation in m ilk quality, also, as 
it ranges from barely three pee cent 
b u tterfat test to nearly five per cent. 
However, none of the figures available 
show th a t the producer of m ilk is 
“profiteering.” 
In Illinois the sta te experim ent sta ­ 
tion secured accu rate figures on milk 
production costs from 680 dairy farm s 
w ith a total of 18,902 cows. Those fig­
